Apparently there {s no limit of absurd- 
ity and inequity to the demands which un- 
lon-labor leaders are able to think up, when 
they get the whip hand.

On his eighty- 
frst anniversary the master scientist can 
say without exaggeration that he bas added 
considerably to the light, as it was when 
he first saw it. 

To describe tn detail the more than 300 
patents—-everyone of which has had a prac- 
tical reason for being—that have been is- 
sued to this indefatigable worker would be 
supererogatcry in a simple expression of 
birthday good wishes. The incandescent 
electric lamp, the phonograph and the 
d just three of the 300—are suffi- 
clent in themselves to make Edison a house- 
hold name in every home that today en- 
joys the advantages of those inventions; 
and with that in mind to make February 11 
a day to be gratefully remembered. 

Americans delight when speaking of 
Thomas Edison to apply to him the title of 
“wizard,” yet perhaps this is not a descrip 
tion the world’s hardest worker would him- 
self have chosen. For among his famous 
bon mots the most outstanding is this: 
“Gentus is 2 per cent inspiration and 98 
per cent perspiration.” e@ man who 
placed the sweat of the brow so far above 
the flash of revelation would probably pre- 
fer to be kncewn as a worker rather than as 
a magician.

But either way the psychological study of jurors is vitally im- 
portant to trial lawyers—although it is not included in any law school 
curriculum, nor are there any text-books on the significant subject. 
Hence the secret of “psyching” a jury is handed down from success- 


ful trial lawyer to his pet protege 
Judge Charles W. Fricke has 
studied jurors from all three angles 
—from the defense side in private 
practice for twelve years, from the

Attorney’s office here for ten 
years, and latterly as a judge of 
the Superior Court.

reflections on the subject: Firstly,
